SIX JUDGES REELECTED 


Only Two Have Opposition in 


Race of Office as Cir- 


cuit Court Judges 


BT THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Justice Chester A. Fowler, seeking 


to be renamed to the Wisconsin sup- 
reme court, maintained an imposing 
lead today over his two opponents 
:is totals from yesterday's statewide 
judicial election slowly mounted. 


"With 1,730 precincts out of 2,791 


in the state reporting-, he had 148,- 
720 votes as compared to 121,974 for 
Attorney General John W. Reynolds 
and 68,846 for Raymond J. C-nnon, 
suspended Milwaukee lawyer who 
campaigned for "vindication." 


Fowler continued to hold his ma- 


jority as returns trickled In from 
the more isolated rural districts, but 
Reynolds supporters refused to con- 
cede defeat until more returns are 
in. Their candidate, a Progressive, 
took a precipitous drop early last 
night. Today, however, he began a 
slow come-back, northern and south- 
western 
"Wisconsin 
contributing 


most of his strength. 


Cannon made deep Inroads- Into 


the nominally Progressive-Reynolds 
vote over the state. An example was 
Milwaukee-co,- -where he had 24,023 
votes to 10,264 for Reynolds and IS,- 
35S for Fowler. In other of the in- 
dustrial labeshore counties a large 
block of voters swung to Cannonr" 


FOWLER HAS WIDE POWER 
Fowler's etrength was distributed 


fairly evenly. He generally got the 
majority of the city vote, and in the 
thickly-populated farm districts of 
southeastern Wisconsin polled heavy 
support. 


The election was for the unexplred 


1erm of the late Chief Justice Aad 
J. Vinje, Superior. 
A victory 
for 


Fowler means only that he stays in 
ofifce until next April. 
He then 


would be required to run again. 


An apathetic electorate made the 


total vote a small one. 
The poli- 


' 
ticians were much more interested 
in the contest, apparently, than were 
Hie voters. 
Two things about the 


election caused factional leaders to 
ivatch it closely. 
One wag a belief 


that the vote would be, in a way, 
cither approval or disapproval of 
Governor Kohler's action In appoint- 
ing Fowler. 
The other was that 


1he balloting might serve as a "trial 
balloon" and givp an indication of 
v.-hat political sentiment will be this 
fall when Conservatives 
and Pro- 


gressives clash in earnest.

REACH CLOSE 


Statements of Other Wit- 
nesses Put into Record— 


Wets to Offer Rebuttal 


Washington —VP1— The prohibi- 


tion hearings of the dry forces were 
concluded today by Chairman Gra- 
ham of the judiciary committee af- 
ter one witness had taken the stand 
and several dry leaders "were permit- 
ted to place statements .into the i"ec- 
ord without being subjected to cross- 
examination. 


Graham also announced that the 


wets would be given an opportunity 
to offer rebuttal testimony two weeks 
from today. 


The testimony of the wets is to be 


confined to rebuttal exclusively. 


Interrupting" the chairman, Rep- 


resentative LaGuardia, Republican, 
New York, a wet, and one of the 
committee members who has parti- 
cipated freely In the questioning of 
the dry witnesses, said: 


"And I've been "waiting for an 


opportunity to question those Anti- 
Saloon leaguers for ten years." 


Besides the statement of McBride, 


prepared statements incorporated in 
the committee's record were from the 
following friends of the dry statute:'

TO SUBMIT STATEMENTS 


Chairman Graham announced his 


decision to close today's session im- 
mediately after J. "VVeston Allen of 
Boston, a former attorney general 
of Massachusetts, had testified on 
the legal aspects of "solution of this 
vexing problem." F. Scott McBride, 
superintendent of the Anti-Saloon 
league, was waiting to appear next. 
McBride and a number of other dry 
leaders were permitted to submit 
statements which were incorporated 
in the committee's record. 


Graham said the chief reason for 


ending the dry testimony was be- 
cause of the important tariff legis- 
lation waiting consideration on the 
house floor. 


If the representatives of dry or- 


ganizations were cross-examined he 
asserted, the committee 
members 


would not be able to be present for 
the house tariff debate. 


McBride in his statement said that 


education coupled with 
observance 


and enforcement of prohibition was 
the "only answer to the alcoholic liq- 
uor question." 


"Prohibition can be enforced and is 


being better enforced as time goes 
on," he declared, adding that to sur- 
render to the demands of wet forces 
for repeal of the 18th amendment 
would display 
a "cowardly 
senti- 


ment." 


The anti-prohibitionists, h9 said, 


had upon them the burden of proof of 
show three things: 


"First—That the eighteenth amend 


ment fails to contribute most 
ef- 


fectively toward a solution of the 
alcoholic liquor problem.

clamoring to reverse their decision 
as to prohibition and are now asking 
for repeal. 


"Third—That they are ready to 


propose a constructive program that

Government Asks Supreme 


Court to Take Jurisdiction 
at Once 


Washington—(XP)—To expedite fin- 


al action on the conviction of Albert 
B. Fall, former secretary of the in- 
terior, on the charge of having .ac- 
cepted a. bribe of 5100,000 from Ed- 
ward L. Doheny in making oil leases, 
the government today petitioned the 
supreme court to take jurisdiction of 
the case without awaiting action by 
the District of Columbia 
Court of 


Appeals, where Fall now has an ap- 
peal pending. 


Should the supreme court agree to 


pass on the case without waiting for 
the district court of appeals to act, 
attorneys estimated 
approximately 


one year would he saved in getting 
action by the highest court. 


Owen J. Roberts and Atlce Pomer- 


ene, counsel for the 
government, 


filing their petition in supreme court 
today^ said that only law questions 
were involved. They said .Fall ^\as 
attacking his conviction 
on 
the 


ground that he lacked authority to 
make the contracts with Doheny; 
that the government 
was stopped 


from pressing the suit because Fall 
had been acquitted of the charge of 
conspiring to defraud 
the United 


States; that the trial court had im- 
properly excused Juror Beatrice P. 
Duke; that It had improperly

Wickham and held that the corrupt 
practices act was applicable to the 
governor. 


Meanwhile, ouster proceedings are 


pending against Lieut. 
Gov. Henry 


Huber, Attorney General John Rey- 
nolds, and Theodore Dammann, sec- 
retary of state. The governor has 
been asked to name special counsel 
to push ouster proceedings on the 
ground that the state officers, 
all 


members of the Progressive faction, 
violated the corrupt practices act in 
the 1928 primary campaign.

department's final statement for the 
month of March today showed in- 
come taxes aggregating $627,524,917 
were collected during the first quar- 
ter of the present calendar year, 
sending the total for nine months of 
tho fiscal year to $1,812,137,84 I, an 
Increase of $125,574,24-1 over the samo 
period of the previous fiscal year.

Bus Service; Starts as Soon 


as Council Gives Its 


Permission 


Declaring1 
that tho 
XVisconsIn 


Michigan Power Co. needed no aildi- 
t'onal authorization to abandon Us 
city street car servlco after pernils- 
eion to take off the cars was given 
hy the city council, the "Wisconsin 
Railroad commission today authoriz- 
ed the power company to establish 
bus service over the route now serv- 
ed hy electric cars and at the same 
timo urged the power company and 
the Fox River Bus line to negotiate 
an agreement on Issuance of trans- 
fers over the two lines. 


The Railroad commission saiel that 


tho hearing in Appleton on March

consin Woman's Suffrage associa- 
tion for 30 years before she 
was 


made honorary president, for the Na- 
tional Roll of Honor, a memorial 
which is to be part of the National 
League of Women Voters' tenth an- 
niversary celebration. 


The Roll of Honor, which Is to 


consist of women distinguished and 
pioneering in suffrage an-5 cltizen- 
bhip achievements, will not be com- 
pleted until May 1, when it will be 
submitted to the League's conven- 
tion in Louisville, Ky. A nomine* 
may be chosen bv a state because it 
was her birth place, residence or 
state of service. 


Mrs. Brown, who died In 1926, was 


the first woman in America to be or- 
dained to the ministry of a regularly 
constituted ecclesiastical body. She 
served Unive'rsaliat pastorates 
at 


Racine, Mukwonago, Neenah 
and 


Columbus, Wls., and also at "Wey- 
mouth, Mass., and Bridgeport, Conn. 
She died in Baltimore at the as* 
of 91 but is buried in Racine. 


By agreement with her husband, 


John Henry Willis who died in 1893. 
she retained her maiden name, and 
in all her public work was known 
as the Reverend Olympia Brown, 
although the Wisconsin group has 
nominated her as Reverend Olympia 
Brown Willis. 


Mrs. Brown was a valiant sup- 


porter of the policies of National 
Woman's Party, of which she was 
a "member. 


I 
She picketed the White House on 


inauguration day, March 4, 1917, in 
the driving, drenching rain, carrying 
a banner reading, "We demand an 
amendment to the Constitution of 
the United States enfranchising wo- 
men." She was then 82 years of age. 


At the demonstration at the foot 


of the Lafayette Monument on De- 
cember 16, 191S, when 
the Presi- 


dent's speeches were burned, it was 
Mrs. Brown who cast into the fire 
the two speeches that President Wil- 


son had made on the first day of 
his visit to France. 


"America has fought for France 


and tho common cause of liberty," 
she said. "I have fought for liberty 
for seventy years and I protest 
against the President leaving our 
country with this old fight here un- 
vion." 


Perhaps her greatest work as one 


of the founders of the equal rights 
movement in this country, was her 
campaign in Kansas, described by 
Susan B. Anthony and 
Elizabeth 


Cady Stanton 
as 
"never 
before 


equaled by man or woman." *

The discoveries of science are some- 


times rather puzzling. 
That is, any 


given discovery is apt to have possi- 
bilities both for good and for evil. Sci- - 
ence furnishes mankind with a great 
many new tools, but most of them are 
two-edged. For instance, a scientist at 
the General Electric laboratories-. re- 
cently announced the construction of a 
new kind of vacuum tubes which will 
broadcast 
short-length 
Avaves 
that 


have the power of raising the bodily 
temperature of any persons in 
their 


path. 


It is hoped that this may eventually 


be highly important in the field of medi- 
cine. A natural fever is supposed to 
be an attempt on the part of the body 
to kill off bacteria that attack it. These 
new short-length waves, producing an 
artificial fever, may be of tremendous 
value in the -war- on disease. So far, 
then, the new discovery 
looks very 


pretty. But there is another side to it. 
It would be very easy to kill a person 
with these powerful radio waves. 
If 


they can produce a beneficient fever 
that will restore a sick man to health, 
they can also cause death. 


When you stop to think about it, 


that is the way it is with many of the 
fascinating inventions that this age en- 
joys. Chlorine gas has saved thousands 
of lives as a disinfectant of the water 
supplies of big cities. But it has taken 
other thousands of lives on the battle- 
field—taken them in a peculiarly hor- 
rible and repellent way. 


The automobile has 
changed 
the 


face of American civilization, broken 
down old barriers of time and space 
and given the nation a new unity; but 
you might also remember that it kills 
some 30,000 of us every year. 


The science of higher mathematics, 


properly applied, has made 
possible 


the accomplishment ol tremendous 
works for the betterment of all man- 
kind; but it also made it possible for 
German artillerymen, during the last 
war, to drop shells in Paris, 60 miles 
away, and kill 
women and children 


whom they could not even sec. 


The whole development of machin- 


ery, which has made the world of 1930 
so different from the world of 1730, 
has made possible a fuller and happier 
life for 
millions 
upon 
millions 
of 


people; yet it has geared iip the pace 
of 
living almost unbearably, con- 


;- "*ftttimed -countless -men and women to 
--•:monotonous tasks and taken a great 
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deal of the old poetry and beauty out' 
of life. 


You could continue to cite instances 


like that almost indefinitely. The point 
seems to be that we are developing our 
inventions just a trifle faster than we 
are developing our brairrs. We do not 
yet know how to use our new discov- 
eries without hurting ourselves- with 
them.

CONFERENCE REACHES CRISIS 


The fate of the London conference 


Avill probably be determined within a 
few days. Acting Secretary Cotton of 
the state department says it is the 
crucial week. Washington has done all 
that it can to save the conference and 
produce a five-power treaty. 
It has 


agreed to enter into a 
consultative 


pact,- provided French demands for se- 
curity are satisfied from other' sources. 
The American position has the ap- 
proval of the entire delegation at Lon- 
don and of President Hoover. 


Opposition to a consultative agree- 


ment comes from the remains of' the 
old die-hard, irreconcilable crowd. 
It 


misrepresents the facts when it says 
that this commitment is "contrary to 
our traditional policy. 
We have en- 


tered into exactly the same kind of a 
treaty covering the Pacific ocean and 
it was ratified by more than two-thirds 
of the senate. 
The objections being 


raised to the Hoover-Stimson program 
are narrow, jingoistic, inconsistent and 
compromising. They are an extremely 
forced and fantastic attempt to make it 
appear that we are entering into an en- 
tangling alliance. Such a proposal has 
about as much relation to 
entangling 


alliances as the kinship of an Eskimo 
to a South Sea islander. It is entirely 
logical and proper and desirable. 


The difficulty which besets the Lon- 


don conference is not, therefore, over 
the position of the United States. AVe 
have gone as far as we can go in our- 
commitments. If we can be of any fur- 
ther service it will be as mediators. 
Mr. MacDonald says England cannot 
obligate herself to employ her 
naval 


forces in defense of France. She will 
agree to give her financial and eco- 
nomic aid but that is all. 
France has- 


endeavored to overcome this refusal 
of England to go all the Avay by trying 


• to -read • into the 'League • of- Nations 
covenant an obligation 'by its 
signa- 


tories to come to; one another's 
mili- 


tary, aid'incase of .aggression. 
Great 


Britain refuses to 'support this VICAV, 
holding-, that a decision of this charac- 
ter is up to each member, and since 
Great Britain has a permanent seat in 
the council and a single vote can veto 
united action, she has complete control 
over her own course. 


On the other hand, there is a certain 


community 
of 
interests 
between 


France and Great Britain that may 
finally play an important role in the 
accommodation of their 
differences. 


France wants protection because of 
her large coast line and her extensive 
Mediterranean interests. As a matter 
of fact, however, the 
interests of 


Great Britain in the Mediterranean are 
equally great. She has Gibraltar, Malta 
and Suez to insure communications 
with Egypt, 
Palestine, Iraq, 
India, 


New Zealand and Australia. France is 
the only power which menaces her 
freedom in the Mediterranean. 


It would seem there ought to be 


some basis of common agreement be- 
tween'these powers 
touching their 


Mediterranean interests. It is possible 
that a treaty confined expressly to this 
locale may yet be evolved. If this could 
be achieved a five-power treaty would 
become a reality despite Italy's de- 
mand for parity with France. 
Italy 


will not and cannot build up to 
the 


French level of naval power, France 
has not now or in the future fear of 
Italy 011 the seas. An understanding 
with England would put her in a posi- 
tion to accede to proposals made by 
the United States and would assure a 
conference treat}-. It appears that the 
results depend upon negotiations be- 
tween France and Great Britain. We 
have apparently made our maximum 
contribution to facilitate an agreement.

On April .2, 1S05, Hang Christian Andersen, 


celebrated "writer"famed for his "Fairy Tales," 
was born at 6dense, Denmark. 


When only 14 he left the dingy tenement in 


which he lived with his mother for Copenhagen 
where ha hoccd to become an opera, sinjrcr. He 
was not only snubbed there but taken for a luna- 
tic. Rescued from starvation by a friend, young 
Andersen was sent away to school at the behest 
of King Frederick VI, who" somehow became in- 
terested in tho stranso boy. lie 
remained 
at 


school three years and proved a backward pupil. 


Just as his friends were beginning to despair 


in him. Andersen published a fantastic travel 
tale which brought him into prominence, and in

will then b© almost 85 years old. The 
"most ardent \\ish of the vigorous 
octogenarian is then to retire to the 
estate of his forebears at Neudeck. 
in Eastern Prussia and to lead the 
quiet life of a country squire. 


Whether, however, his countrymen 


in 1932 will at last relle\c him from 
public duty remains to be peen. Many 
including the lato Dr. Gustav Strese- 
mann and former Ambassador Jacob 
Gould Schurman, believe the nation 
will reelect him president.

Tuesday that the American Medical 
association will carry out aggressive- 
ly its new policy, tentatively adopted 
at first, of associating: itself with na- 
tional advertising campaigns of cer- 
tain food products and withholding 
its indorsement from others which it 
weighs and finds wanting1. 


Hereafter, 
the advertisements of 


food products which get by the doc- 
tors will bear, as a conspicuous typo- 
graphical detail, the shield emblem 
of the association, bearing- the words, 
"accepted by the committee on foods 
of the American 
Medical associa- 


tion." It was explained at the Acad- 
emy of Medicine that the advertising 
would, of course, be paid for entirely 
by the food manufacturers, and that 
the sole purpose of the plan was to 
make available, for public guidance, 
the findings of profound 
research 


and experiment 
in dietetics by the 


profession during the last 25 jears 


DIET STUDY NEW 


A few years ago diabetes was vir- 


tually the only disease treated basi- 
cally by diet prescription. The world 
war contributed dietetic knowledge 
of tremendous importance. While di- 
et studies were 
at first incidental, 


the doctors had an opportunity to 
make large scale studies, and estab- 
lish uniformities 
and 
certainties 


which they never 
had had before. 


Partly as the outcome of this, all dis 
eases or defects 
of metabolism, in 


volving basic chemical processes, are 
now treated by diet therapy, In part 
if ont entirely.

Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor of th 


Journal of the American Medical as 
sociation, wrote in the journal tha 
the whole business was "mired in 
morass of hokum and folly."

House -will ever be returned to con- 
gress. It would fail to get a two- 
thirds vote if theie ever came such 
a test. 


Two things about the tariff bill 


which the president doesn't like are 
the export debenture plan and the 
senate's idea of flexible provisions. 
The senate is likely to give up the 
export debenture proposal on the 
theory that sines it wa3 first sug- 
gested, the Federal Farm board has 
developed its plans and, 
also, the 


board has plenty of power now to 
put the debenture plan into effect if 
it chooses. 
Th's gives those who 


-v oted for the debenture idea an op- 
portunity to recede. 


With the flexible provisions, how- 


ever, the case is entirely different. 
]t involves a fundamental principle. 
The present law gives the president 
the right to 
proclaim new 
duties 


within certain limits. 
The 
house 


bill takes away the limits and gives 
the president unrestricted 
power. 


The senate bill eliminates the pres- 
ident altogether and Imposes the 
flexibility in- a. commisison4 respon- 
sible to congress alone. 


OFFER COatPROMISE 


As yet the question of constitu- 


tionality has not' figured much In 
the discussion, but there are many 
in congress v/ho insist that the tar- 
iff-making power cannot be dele- 
gated to the chief executive. Sen- 
ator Vancenburs has 
proposed a 


compromise ' so that the president 
may ha\ e complete 
power when 


congress is not in session and con- 
gress would have the right to re- 
view or veto his acts when the ses- 
sion does convenf. 


The diCCiculty about the Vanden- 


burg suggestion is that those who 
oppose it say business -would be 
kept in a state of uncertainty after 
the president had acted and If the 
power is to be delegated at all, busi- 
ness is entitled to know definitely 
v hen a tariff matter has been con- 
cluded. 


: 
Hr. Hoover's interest is the flex- 


ible tariff provisions is a desire to 
add some method whereby the tar- 
iff can be 
revised on 
particular 


schedules when 
conditions change. 


Up to now the fear of opening- the 
entire tariff bill has prevented the 
correction of inequities in 
a ma- 


jority of items affected by cheaper 
production abroad. The spectacle of 
congress trying in a few months to 
handle 20,000 items has impressed 
(."he country with tlie, difficulty of 
revising the entire measure too fre- 
quently. 
The president 
therefore, 


feeling that public opinion is in 
favor of some fundamental change 
in the 
tariff-making process, 
is 


urging that the' provisions 
of the 


house bill be retained. 


From the congressional point of 


view, however, he Is not likely to 
: ga'in his -wish because few members 


of congress as yet are ready to de- 
prive themselves of the oportunity 
to form coalitions or combinations 
with other members of congress to 
set amendments to 
existing tariff 


Ians -when they particularly affect 
home industries. 


Through the many generations of 


tariff-making the principle of local 
influence on tariff schedules has be- 
come so ingrained that the president 
-\vill be lucky to get a compromise 
•which retains the present provisions 
that give him power 
to proclaim 


changes within certain limits. While 
Hie senate is strong for the elimina- 
tion 
of presidential 
discretion in 


making new duties \\hen conditions 
change, there probably are enough 
\otcs in favor cf the status quo 
which is about the way the con- 
troversy is likely to end.

Washington—Creation of & nation- 


al park in Wisconsin for the bene- 
fit o* millions of middle-Westerners 
to whom no national park is now 
available is th» ultimate object of 
the Peavey bill which has been fav- 
orably and enthusiastically reported 
hy the Committee on Public lands 
of the House of Representatives. 
- The bill introduced by Representa- 
tive Hubert H. Peavey of Waahburn 
simply authorizes the Secretary of 
the Interior to make an investigation 
and survey to determine the advis- 
ability of making a national park of 
the Apostle Islands In Lake Super- 
ior. Funds for such investigations 
are provided in the Interior depart- 
ment appropriation bill for the fiscal 
; ear 1931, beginning July 1, 1930. 


The 22 Apostle Islands are in "Lake 


Superior, located around the tip ot 
Bay field Peninsula, the 
norther- 


raost point of the state. With a land 
area of about 53,500 acres, the archi- 
jjelage is triangular In shape and oc- 
cupies a land and water area of 
i-.iore than 300 square miles. 
The 


only national park consisting of both 
land and -water in Acadia National 
3 "ark, on the rocky shore of Maine, 
•where the mountains meet the sea 
an£ it contains both Islands and 
mainland. 


AVAILABLE TO MANY 


"Because of their readily accessible 


location," says the committee's re- 
port, written by Representative Jo- 
seph L. Hooper of Michigan, the es- 
tablishment 
of a 
national park 


among the Apostle Islands would 
make a national playground for mil- 
lions of middle westerners for whom 
other national parks are inaccessible. 


"To the -west the nearest national 


parka are the Sully's Hill national 
park and the Wind Cave national 
park in North Dakota and South 
Dakota respectively. To the south 
the nearest parks are the Platt na- 
tional park and the Hot Springs na-' 
tional parks in Oklahoma and Arkan- 
sas, respectively ana to the east the 
only park is Acadia natioifal park in 
Maine. 


"The vast area within these points 


is entirely without national 
park 


facilities. 
It comprises all of the 


heavily populated middle western 
states, with millions of nature-thirsty 
citizens in need of the advantages of 
a national park as easily accessible 
as one among the Apostle Island? 
would be." 


The report gives the historical 


background of the islands as follows: 


"In the legends and traditions of 


the Ojibway Indians, native inhabit- 
ants of the Apostle Islands, the dra- 
matic history of the picturesque 
archipalege is carried forward from 
the very dawn of time. Well-authen- 
ticated chronological records of the 
Ojibwayp indicate that the tribe had 
its capital among the Islands during 
the years from 1490 to 1610. 


DISCOVERED BY WHITES 


"The islands were discovered by 


whites about 1660, when Radlsson 
and GroseUiers, -adventurous French 
traders, visited the region. Claude 
Allouez established the first mission 
west of the Sault Ste. Marie in the 
•vicinity of the islands in the year 
1665 and was 
followed 
by Pere 


James Marquette in 1669, who stay- 
ed for two years and then departed 
to achieve immortality •with his dis- 
covery of the Mississippi. 


"In 1693 a French post was es- 


tablished on Madeline, one of the Is- 
lanas and for the century and one- 
half that followed, the Apostle Is- 
lands were the center of the tremen- 
dous fur traffic of the Northwest. 


"No area of like size in the North- 


west is so steeped in the dramatic 
and colorful history of New France. 
Ma-iy sites of outstanding historic 
interest are located on the islands 
and the mainland nearby." 


Characterizing the scenery of the 


islands as "unsurpassed," the report 
described its beauties as follows: 


"Essentially beds of red sandstone 


formed from the erosion of lava from 
the greatest volcano the Woild l.as 
ever known, the Apostle Islands are 
covered \vith glacial drift on which 
prows the flora indigenous to the 
region. 


"The battering ^aves of Lake Su 


nenor that come rolling down out of 
the northeast have carved the sand- 
stone cliffs on the northern ends of 
the islands into formation of weird 
and startling beauty v\ hile the action
